Rockville, 
Ind., Aug. 12.—Parke 
county today celebrated its centen­ 
nial in connection with Rockville’s 
chautauqua. 
Tiie big feature was 
a pageant, given today, 
which was 
written by Mrs. I. R. Strouse “The 
Country Contributor.” 


i hautauqua attendants yesterday 
afternoon 
were taken 
on a trip to 
South America. 
There 
they 
were 
shown the great 
rivers, 
and falls, 
the large and modern cities and last 
but not least 
the wild and savage 
tribes of Indians. 
Dr. G. Whitefieic 
Ray, who spent 
fourteen and one- 
halt years in South America 
was 
the speaker. 


His lecture 
for the 
most 
par 
concerned 
the Caingwa Indians, 
a 
savage tribe in the interior of P ar­ 
aguay. Dr. Ray is said to have been 
the only white man ever admitted to 
their camp and, in fact, lie claims 
credit for discovering the tribe. He 
was made a member of this tribe of 
Indians 
before 
returning 
to 
this 
country. 
He told of the customs of 
this savage tribe, 
describing thcii 
marriage 
ceremony 
and 
their 
strange religious rites. 
Dr. Ray at the start of his lecture 
gave a general idea of the largeness 
and general condition of Sputh Am­ 
erica. 
lie declared that in bis op­ 
inion South 
America 
was 
God’s 
wonderland. 


“Americans go to Europe,” 
said 
Dr. Ray, “to see scenery when as a 
m atter of fact South America 
has 
the only real scenery in the world.” 
Dr. Ray was dressed in native cos­ 
tume ot an Argentine cow-boy and 
presented 
a veny striking 
appear­ 
ance. 
In speaking 
of the 
natural 
scenery of South America, he told 
of the great rivers and of the won­ 
derful water falls. 


“One of the strangest things of 
my stay in South America,” said Dr. 
Ray. “was the 
noticeable 
lack of 
people from the United States. 
In 
the fourteen and one-half years that 
I spent there I never once saw an 
American flag. 
Americans flock to 
Europe and to Switzerland for their 
scenery, when as a m atter 
of fact 
South America 
is 
God’s 
wonder­ 
land.” 


In describing the Amazon river, 
Dr. Ray said it was 500 miles longer 
than the trip 
from 
New York to 
Liverpool. 
At points it is 150 miles 
wide and tor a long distance main­ 
tains 
an average of 16 miles 
in 
width. In describing the 
city 
of 
Buenos Aires, Dr. Ray said it was 
the most wonderful city he knew of 
today. 
“Buenos 
Aires,” 
said Dr. 
Ray “is so modern that the City of 
C hicago 
appears to be in the dark 
ages. 
Think of a city cleaning its 
streets with a. vacumn system 
the 
same as you sec to (dean your homes 
and then you will get. some idea of 
how modern and 
up-to-date it is. 
This city has an opera house eost- 
ing five million 
dollars. 
The. best 
we have in the United States cost 
less than one million.” 


Dr. Ray stated 
that 
Argentine 
was 
a wonderful 
country. 
“They 
raise 
millions 
of jattle in 
that 
country,” Dr. Ray. 
“and there 
is 


enough grass left to supply the rest 
of the world for grazing purposes. 
In that country 
they have ranches 


as large as 150 
miles square. 
The 


people hold 
more wealth 
in their 


hands than any other people in the 
world. 
The farm ers or ranchers do 
not have tb bother putting up hay

Helena, Mont., August 11.—Gov­ 
ernor Hughes expect^ to try a new 
campaigning 
stunt this 
afternoon. 
He expected an invitation to descent 
2,800 feet into 
the depths 
of the 
Leonard copper mine at Butte. Mrs. 
Hughes, who hasn’t 
left her hus­ 
band’s side through the other hard­ 
ships of the trans-continental trip 
which he is making to win votes for 
the presidency wanted to go, but it 
was decided she had better not. 


In a letter to his mother written 
last Saturday and just received here, 
Fred Beale, Jr., with Battery B on the 
border, says that he and some com­ 
rades planned to take a trip to the 
following 
day (last Sunday) just 
to say they had been in Mexico. 
He declares that it is generally un­ 
derstood that Battery B, which is a 
Purdue university organization, will 
he mustered out by 
September 1 
This means that all Rushville boys 
will be discharged at that time be­ 
cause they are all members of B at­ 
tery B.

Sunday, a bunch of us fellows are 
going to ride to the border. 
There 
isn’t anything especially interesting 
1 here, only it will afford us the pleas­ 
ure of saying wc have been in Mexi­ 
co. I suspect this is the only chance 
will get as I think it is pretty of­ 
ficial that we will be mustered out 
September 1. 
Of course, that in­ 
cludes me as the whole battery will 
ic mustered out together. 
There is no likelihood the troops 
will see service. 
The idea is preva- 
ent here that this is part of a great 
military preparedness irtove by the 
government and by the looks of this 
wonderful camp it is almost certain 
a permanent military base will be es­ 
tablished here. 
We had quite a nice treat given us 
ast night. 
The 
occasion being the 
captain’s birthday. We were treated 
to ice cream and cake and you can 
imagine how it was appreciated by 
us boys. 


Today is about the hottest day we 
lave had here, but I doubt if we no­ 
tice it as much as you because there 
is practically no humidity here. 
You asked about what kind of a 
jed I have. 
Don’t worry. 
I have a 
regular four poster. 
The legs being 
made 
from two by fours, the sides 
from some old boards I found and 
the springs being a piece of chicken 
wire I borrowed from a once-upon-a- 
chicken coop. We are furnished with 
ticks which we fill with hay and so 
really have a very comfortable bed. 
There is quite a little excitement 
in camp today as we hear we are to 
get paid. 
We have been expecting 
this for the last week or two. 
Some 
of the boys still have their June pay 
coming to them.

I'sew lo rk , August 12.—Mediation 
has failed 
in the controversy

tween 400,000 railroad employes and 
the managers of the 
225 railroads 
affected. 
I his was the formal 
an­ 
nouncement made 
today 
by Judge 
Martin Knapp of the United 
States 
board of mediation and eoncilliation 
in a communication to ttainment. 
Judge 
Knapp’s 
communication 
re a d : 
“In our judgment after two day’s 
of consideration 
of the 
difficulties 
between the railroad managers 
and 
the employers there 
is no prospect 
of a settlement by mediation and 
therefore we suggest arbitration as 
the means of reaching a settlement.” 
Immediately they 
were 
handed 
Judge Knapp’s communication, the 
executive board of the brotherhoods 
who have been empoweivd by a 94 
per cent vote to call a strike and 
-aid in their opinion such action is 
essential to success in their fight 
for an eight-hour day and time and 
a half for overtime, went into exe­ 
cutive session 
to consider the sug­ 
gestion.

From statem ents 
made 
a short 
time before the board declared un­ 
animously and equivocally that they 
would never consent to arbitration. 
The 
railroad 
employes 
seemed 
further away than ever from peace­ 
ful settlement 
of their 
differences 
with their railroad managers as the 
employes representatives went 
into 
session with the federal mediation 
and conciliation board. 
Opposing leaders seemed more de­ 
termined to hold their widely diverg­ 
ent positions. 
“It is now a question of whether 
the big brotherhoods will arbitrate,” 
said an official of the brotherhoods. 
“You can state that the railroad man­ 
agers will not recede from their de­ 
mands for settlement by arbitral ion. 
Tnder no circumstances will 
this 
stand be deviated.” 
“We will never consent to aVbitra- 
! ion,” was the unanimous expression 
firom every member of the executive 
board 
of the 
brotherhoods. 
“The 
cards are too easily stacked in ar- 
ntration. 
M e have coneeded all we 
can by agreeing to mediation propos­ 
als from the federal board.”

Is Too Expensive 
for Rural High­ 


ways and Not Good to he Used 


in 
the 
Cities 


Washington, 
August 
12.—“The 
Macadam 
road,” said 
the 
United 
States Office of Public Roads today, 
“is particularly adapted to main high­ 
ways connecting centers of popula­ 
tion, but is not satisfactory for city 
streets and is too expensive for rural 
roads other than main highways or 
pikes.” 
The department has 
been 
investigating. 
From 12 to 15 feet is recommend­ 
ed as a suitable width, provided the 
road is flanked on each side with 
firm shoulders from 3 to 5 feet wide, 
to prevent shearing of the sides of 
wheels. 
The macadam 
method of road 
construction 
was 
first 
introduced 
about the beginning of the nineteenth 
century in England by a Scotchman 
named John Lauden MacAdam. 
The chief feature of this construc­ 
tion, wdiich has since become one of 
the foremost methods of road-build­ 
ing in every country of the world, 
are: 
A raised, thoroughly drained 
and crowned earth 
foundation; 
a 
sub-surface of 
broken-stone frag­ 
ments, not larger than 21 inches in 
diameter and of unform size; a sur­ 
face binding of stone 
dust and of 
screenings. 
During the last forty years this 
method has been modified and the 
stone fragments are graduated in 
size with the coarser stones at the 
bottom. 
Recently various bituminous prep­ 
arations have been added to the sur­ 
face 
of binders. 
Heavy, petroleum 
oils, asphalt, 
bituminous 
cements 
and ta r mixtures are now used large­ 
ly for this purpose. 
The addition of 
some such binding material renders 
the road impervious to the damaging 
action of water and 
forms a hard, 
smooth, resilient surface. 
Although it formerly was thought 
necessary to surface the road with 
a layer of macadam from 8 to 12 
inches in depth, Uncle Sam’s road ex­ 
perts declared the surface should be 
as thin as is consistent with dura­ 
bility—not over 6 inches deep in any 
case and often only three. This sav­ 
ing of 
surfacing material 
greatly 
lowers the cost of the road, without 
detracting from its wearing qualities 
in the least, they contend. 
The road-bed should be of porous 
material, well drained, and should be 
free from clay or loam. 
Grades exceeding 6 feet to every 


100 feet of road are considered ex­ 
cessive for heavy 
traffic. 
Curves 
with less than 200 feet radius should 
be avoided. 
Build around the slope 
of a hill 
not 
over it. 
Build 
as 
straight , as possible, 
always 
con­ 
sidering grading 
first. 
A 
special 
recommendation is made by the Of­ 
fice of Public Roads that the sur­ 
face crossing of railroad tracks be 
eliminated through culverts on- over­ 
head bridges. 
Trap rock 
is considered 
by the 
Government experts as the best for 
road-building 
purposes, 
although 
some granites and the harder lime­ 
stones give good results. 
The Unit­ 
ed States 
of Public 
Roads 
tests 
samples 
of rock 
submitted 
to it 
without charge, 
and furnishes ad­ 
vice as to the fitness of any sample 
for road-building. 
The cost is entirely dependent on 
local conditions and the availability 
of materials. 
However, an estimate 
of the cost of 
the macadam sur­ 
face, fundation and drainage costs 
eliminated, places 
the 
average ex­ 
penditure, where imported trap rock 
is used, at approximately $3,000 to 
$5,000 per mile for a 35-inch road 
with an average 
depth of 5 inches. 
Where a good local stone is immed­ 
iately available the co>t of the sur­ 
face may be as low as $1,500 to $3,- 
000 per mile. 
In M assachusetts, the actual cost 
of imported trap rock, in place and 
rolled, was $1.70 
a ton, 
covering 
3.13 square yards of surface 
as 
5 inches in depth. 
Local stone was 
secured in this instance at $1.22 a 
ton. 
Construction of macadam 
roads 
as of any other kind, in the opinion 
of the U. S. Road bureau should al­ 
ways be under 
the direction of an 
experienced road 
engineer, 
if best 
results aix1 to be obtained.

In addition they get syrup, flavor­ 
ing extracts and spices, ice for pre­ 
serving perishable goods, coal and 
wood for cooking purposes. 
A splendid field range is furnished 
each company for cooking, and every 
facility is provided fo r their needs 
and welfare. 
The soldiers of the regular arm y 
are receiving exactly the same al­ 
lowance as the soldiers of the N a­ 
tional G uard, yet never a murmur is 
heard from the regulars. 
It is 
but just, however, to the 
great m ass of National Guard troops 
to state th at the kicking generally 
comes from a class of men who are 
never satisfied, no m atter how much 
they receive. 
If there are 
any 
parents 
and 
friends of soldiers in this vicinity 
they 
should not he 
alarmed. 
The 
government supplies all the men re­ 
quire in food, the surgeons are doing 
their utm ost in sanitary m easures, 
and the authorities are straining ev­ 
ery nerve to preserve the health and 
m orals of the troops. 
Sensational newspaper reports and 
letters coming in from the border 
•should be read with unlimited reserve 
and salt should be sprinkled upon 
every line.

Macadam road," said' the United 
States Office of Public Roads today, 
'is particuarly adapted to main high- 
ways connecting centers of popula- 
tion, but is not satisfactory for city 
streets and is too expensive for rural 
roads other than main highways or 
pikes." The department has 
been 


investigating. 


From 12 to 15 feet is recommend- 


ed: as a suitable width, provided the 
road is flanked on each side with 
firm shoulders from 3 to 5 feet wide, 
to prevent shearing of the sides of 
wheels. 


The ma'eadam 


. . 
method of road 


construction, was first introduced 
about the beginning of the nineteenth 
century in England by a Scotchman 
named John Lauden MaeAdam. 


The chief feature of this construc- 


tion, which has since become one of 
the foremost methods of road-build- 
ing in every country of the world, 
are: A. raised, thoroughly drained 
and crowned earth foundation; "*a" 
sub-surface of broken-stone frag- 
ments, not larger than 2J inches-in 
diameter and of unform size; a sur- 
face-binding of stone dust and of 
screenings. 


•During the last forty years this 


method has been modified and the 
stone fragments are graduated' in 
size with the coarser stones at the. 
bottom. 


Recently various.bituminous prep- 


arations -have been added to the sur- 
face of binders. Heavy, petroleum 
oils, asphalt, bituminous 
cements 


and tar mixtures are now used large- 
ly for this purpose. The addition of 
some such binding material renders 
the road impervious to the damaging 
action of water and forms a hard, 
smooth, resilient surface. 


Although it formerly was thought 


necessary to surface the road with 
a layer of macadam from 8 to 12 
inches in depth, Uncle Sam's road ex- 
perts, declared the surface should be 
as thin as is consistent with dura- 
bility—not over 6 inches deep in any 
case and often only three. ' This sav- 
ing of surfacing material greatly 
lowers the cost of the road, without 
detracting, from its wearing qualities 
in the least, they contend. 


The road-bed should be of porous 


material, well drained, and should be 
free from clay or loam. 


Grades exceeding 6 feet to every 


LOO feet of 'road are considered ex- 
cessive for heavy 
traffic. 
Curves 


with less than 200 feet radius should 
>e avoided. Build around the slope 
of,a hill not over it. Build;; as 
straight.as possible, 
always con- 


sidering grading first. A special 
recommendation is made by the Of- 
fice of Public Roads that the sur- 
'ace crossing of railroad tracks be 
iliminated through culverts oiKpyer- 
iead bridges. 


Trap rock is considered by the 


Government experts as the. best for 
road-building purposes, 
although 


some granites and the harder lime- 
stones give good results. The Unit-

vice as to the fitness of'any sample 
for road-lbuilding. 


The cost is entirely dependent.on 


local conditions and the availability 
of materials. However, an estimate 
of the cost of 
the macadam sur- 


face, fundation ami drainage costs 
eliminated, places the average ex- 
penditure, where imported trap rock 
is used, at approximately $3,000 to 
$5,000 per mile for a 15-inch roa'd 
with an average depth of 5 inches. 
Where a good local stone is imirted- 
iatelv available the cost of the sur- 
face may be as low as $1,500 to $3,- 
000 per mile.

of'imported trap rock, in place and 
nolled, was $1.70 a ton,, covering 
3.13 square yards of surface 
as

secured in this instance at $1.22 a 
ton.
